CUMBERLAND AND OXFORD. 

Some account* of our tour as far a* Casco, 
hns already boon given our readers. From 
that place we proceeded to Swollen where we 
'spent the Sabbath. The Methodist preacher 
cheerfully gave up the afternoon to the cause 
of tho slaves; nnd although the storm pre¬ 
vented a largo audience from being present, 
did not cause an inattentive nor uninterost- 
I one. A small meeting was addressed in 
e evening in another part of the town. 
Waterford came next. Hero a good nudi- 
ce assembled on Mondny afternoon, In the 
Congregational meeting house. The cause 
has true friends in that town, the number of 
whom will he increased, let ministerial influ¬ 
ence go as it may. In the evening a meeting 
held at the lower village, in the Metho¬ 
dist house. Here a little incident occurred 
perhaps worth naming. Tlie bouse had been 
engaged of the trustees, nnd wurrned; but on 
going to it, a number of people were found at 
the door, one of whom told us that there were 
objections to occupying the house; nnd nltho’ 
key wns in the door, no person should 
open it without bearing the consequences.— 
Thinking it rather uncomfortable for people 
to stand there, we immediately opened the 
house, invited the people all to come in, nnd 
tho poor servile went off muttering his hulf- 
ppvessed horrors at such profanation, and 
saying he would rather see it used for “card 
playing.” We afterwards found he wns t 
of the “faithful allies” of slavery, known 
Texas Democrats. 

The natural scenery of Waterford is of| 
ore than ordinary interest. The mountains 
e grand, and a beautiful pond of water 
sleeps at their base, upon whose margin the 
pper village lies, surrounded by tho great 
bulwarks of nature. An excellent water pow- 
is found between the two villages. 

The next day brought us to Greenwood, 
me 16 miles distant to the county meeting. 
Part of the way was truly romantic. The 
road passes through a narrow defile 
■nouutains, alone the shore of a little body of | 
water, with mountain crags almost overhang¬ 
ing the way. The convention was well at¬ 
tended from most of the surrounding towns, 
though we were disappointed in not seeing 
any from Peru, or Sumner. The meeting 
continued with apparently increasing interest 
during two days and one evening, the second 
eve. being devoted to temperance addresses, 
rendered peculiarly appropriate by the exis¬ 
tence of an infamous rum hole in the imme¬ 
diate neighborhood, in the shnpe of a tavern. 
When the good people uf that town will treat 
that place as they would a brothel, its pestif- 
ous influences will he dried up. 

The Me. Liberty Association was present¬ 
ed at that county meeting, and received with 
approbation. An arrangement wns made 
which will afford the friends of freedom 
opportunity to act effectually in it* behalf. 

Oxford County will do its duty, we cannot 
doubt. If the kind, energetic, and determin¬ 
ed character of that meeting is carried home 
by those who attended, nnd imparted to oth- 
it will prove highly useful to the cause in 
that region. 

After leaving Greenwood we went to 
Woodstock and held an evening meeting in a 
school bouse, which was crowded with can¬ 
did men and women, who appeared really de¬ 
sirous to know what was their duty. That 
meeting will he highly useful, or we shall be 
mistaken. The next day (Friday) brought 
us home in the midst of one of the severest J 
storms of the season. Had we remained 
among those mountains another day we 
not sure that we should have got out before 
spring. As it was, the roads were blocked 
ip with drifts sometimes near ten feet deep

1 am drawn 
along by the general inconvenience of living 
here without them. J will not, I cannot justi- 
\fy *1. However culpable my conduct, I will 
so far pay my devoir to virtue as to own 
the excellence and rectitude of her precepts, 

■ind to lament tlie want of conformity to 
them. 

'I believe a time will come when an oppor¬ 
tunity will be offered to abolish this lamenta¬ 
ble evil. Every thing we can do is to improve 
it, if it hap|iens in our day; if not let us trans¬ 
mit to our dracendants, together with our 
slave*, a pity for their unhappy lot, an abhor¬ 
rence for slavery. 

“If we cannot reduce this wished for ref¬ 
ormation to practice, let us treat the unhappy 
victims will* lenity. It is the furthercst ad¬ 
vance we can make towards justice. It is a 
debt we owe to Ihe purity of our religion, to 
show that il is at variance with that law which 
warrants slavery. 

“I know not where to stop. I could say 
mniiy things on the subject; a serious view of 
which gives a gloomy perspective lo future 
limes." 

The above shows the spirit of that period, 
the uselessness of mere talk against slavery, 
and the consequences of compromising with 
Uuyielding hostility is the only safety.
